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Citizens Urged To Vote "Yes" on Fire Millage

On Tuesday, March 2, 1993, the City 
of Romulus will hold a special election of 
prime importance toits residents. At issue 
is ourfire department's ability to maintain 
thecurrent level of service that it provides 
to the community. The Department is 
asking Romulus citizens to approve atax 
increase of two mills so that this goal can 
be achieved. 

The proposed amendment to the 
Romulus City Charter reads as follows: 
"Proposed Amendment of Section 11.1 
of the Charter of the City of Romulus to 
change the taxation power of the City by 
increasing the total millage from ten (10) 
Mills to twelve (12) Mills. Two (2) Mills 
dedicated solely for the operation and 
maintenance of the Fire Department. 

"Shall Section 11.1 of the Charter of 
the City of Romulus be amended to in- 
crease the millage from ten (10) Mills to 
twelve (12) Mills with two (2) of the Mills

_ The passage of this amendment by 
the voters of Romulus will enable our 
volunteer firefighters to maintain their 
current level of service and operation, 
both by giving them the opportunity to 
continue their education and training, 
and by permitting the Departmentto pur- 
chase some badly needed equipment. 
The additional money will allow them to 
learn about and use the most current, 
effective, firefighting techniques and 
equipment. 

' Specific Department needs include 
a 100-foot aerial platform enabling fire- 
fighters to get into buildings that are 
more than one floor in height. 

We are also in need of two automatic 


defibrillation machines — also known as 
"heart-start" machines, or "paddies" — 
which are used when a citizen has under- 
gone cardiac arrest. Two of these ma- 
chines will be provided by Community 
Emergency Medical Services, the pri- 
vate company which provides ambulance 
service to the City of Romulus. 

The Department also needs modern 
"1990s" firefighters’ suits and heavy-duty 
rescue equipment for both the Depart- 
ment as a whole and Fire Station #1 in 
particular. 

Fire Chief William Greenslait also 
hopes to institute a five-year plan for 
better protection for our firefighters, and 
feels that our department will need at 
least 10 to 15 years to replace our out- 
moded fire equipment. 

The average Romulus home has a 
State Equalized Value, or SEV (calculat- 
edat about half the home's market value), 
of $25,000. The owner of such a home, 
paying $2 for each $1,000 of SEV, would 
pay no more than $50i in paditional taxes 


per year. :

Bankruptcy No "Easy Answer" 


Have you been living the good life on 
credit cards and “no-money-down" 
deals? Have you been turned down ona 
consolidation loan to consolidate your 
consolidation loans? Feeling a little 
pinched in the wallet? Don't let your 
financial situation become another statis- 
tic in the growing rate of personal bank- 
ruptcy filings. 

"The bankruptcy boom is here to 
stay unless American consumers reduce 
theirdebtload orthe credit industry alters 
its practices, or both," explained Michael 
Kelly, director of public information for 
the Michigan Credit Union League. "Many 
consumers are struggling to make ends 
meet. Their debt load is at the max. If 
anything happens to their budget — such 
as the loss of ajob or unplanned medical 
expense — it all comes tumbling down." 

Job-loss or high medical expenses 
from illness or injury account for more 
than 60% of consumer bankruptcy, yet 
plain credit misuse is also a major factor. 
The most consistent indicator of trouble 
is when a consumer owes multiple bal- 
ances to National credit-card issuers. A 
consumer with high levels of unsecured 
debt and a number of large-dollar signa- 
ture loans may also. be heading for 
trouble. Other warning signs of bank- 
ruptcy include: pyramiding debt, deal- 
ings with finance companies, major and 
frequent life-style changes, few real as- 
sets, and a "nothing to lose" attitude. 

Unfortunately, consumers have no 
idea what bankruptcy costs them in the 
form of high interest rates, tough lending 
guidelines at financial institutions, and 
high prices in stores. Nearly half the fees 
consumers pay for credit cards are used 
to cover credit-card bankruptcy losses. 

Bankruptcy law is designed to re- 


- lieve persons of crushing debt beyond 


their control. A bankruptcy court can al- 

low a debtor to build a new life by nullify- 

ing some or all debts. But bankruptcy is 
not an easy answer to debt problems. 

US law takes two approaches to 
bankruptcy. Chapter 7 is known as 
"straight liquidation,” inwhich most debts 
are discharged 100%. Chapter 13 pro- 
vides for repayment of some or a!! debt 
under court supervision. As long as the 
debtor makes agreed-upon payments to 
a trustee, creditors are held at bay. 

But either option has drawbacks, 
according to Everybody's Money, the 
consumer magazine for credit-union 
members, published by the Credit Union 
National Association. 

e Attorney and filing fees can total hun- 
dreds of dollars. 

* Notalldebts are dischargeable. Debts 
you can't get out from under through 
bankruptcy include income taxes, 
most student loans, debts of more 
than $500 for luxury goods or services, 
and cash advances of more than 
$1,000 obtained soon before filing. 

e A person cannot apply for straight 
bankruptcy again for six years after 
debts are discharged. 

° Creditbureaus cankeep abankruptcy 
onrecord for 10 years, making further 
credit hardto get and more expensive. 

e Bankruptcy can be demoralizing. 

There are alternatives to bankruptcy. 
If you're in a financial bind and feel that 
you may be living beyond your means, 
seek financial counseling at your credit 
union, or call Consumer Credit Counsel- 
ing Service at (800) 338-CCCS.

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Romulus Profile: Dennis Oakes

In1979, Romulus' Community Devel- 
opment Director, Dennis Oakes, went 
head-to-head with the powerful US Army 
Corps of Engineers ... and won. Ina 
recent interview, | asked the 43-year-old 
Oakes to elaborate. 

"When | started working for the 
Corps," he explained, "they were 10 years 
into a $180-million flood-control project 
for the Mt. Clemens area. They had 
already spent millions in planning, engi- 
neering, and designing; but when | ana- 
lyzed the project, | could see that it 
wouldn't work. So, | ended up killing it.” 

Oakes added that, initially, the Corps 
fought him on this issue, but, inthe end, 
his calculations proved to be correct. As 
Oakes ultimately saved the taxpayers 
millions of dollars, he is justifiably proud 
of his achievement. 

When | met Oakes in his office at 
Romulus City Hall, | found him to be an 
imposing, impeccably dressed individual 
who is, more importantly, a very friendly 
man. He was appointed to his present 
post six years ago by Romulus Mayor 
Beverly McAnally. 

Said Oakes, "The Mayor is atremen- 
dous lady, a terrific mayor, and | love her 
dearly. She's knowledgeable, dedicated, 
and good for the City." 

Oakes — who was born in Anderson, 
Indiana —-.graduated from Indiana's Ball

State University in 1970 with a degree in 
regional urban planning. Additionally, he 
recently took part in Michigan State Uni- 
versity's Political Leadership Program. 

Saying that he has "always been a 
planner," Oakes beganhis careerin 1973 
in Jackson, Michigan. As a planner for 
Hillsdale, Lenawee, and Jackson coun- 
ties, Oakes "did a little of everything." A 
few of his varied duties were conducting 
studies on traffic, housing, water quality, 
and zoning ordinances. 

In 1978, Oakes left Jackson and 
began his work with the aforementioned 
Corps of Engineers out of Detroit. While 
with the Corps, he was titled project 
manager and community planner. 

Five years later, Oakes took a plan- 
ning positionwith the Downriver Commu- 
nity Conference (DCC) in Southgate. 
While with DCC from 1983to 1987, Oakes 
traveledto, and workedwith, allthe Down- 
river communities, including Romulus. 

"While working in Romulus,” Oakes 
said, "| naturally got acquainted with the 
Mayor. In 1987, she asked if | would like 
to be Romulus’ community planner, and 
| accepted the job." 

When asked about his major respon- 
sibilities as the community development 
director, Oakes stated, "I'm in charge of 
coordinating all developmental activity 
within the City.‘Also, I'mHeavily involved: ' 


in trying to attract new business and 
industry to Romulus, and |'min charge of 
the TIFA (Tax Increment Finance Author- 
ity) program, as well. 

Oakes wentonto explainthat money 
obtained through TIFA is plowed back 
into the City in order to improve the 
community andto promote newdevelop- 
ment and investment. 

"TIFA," said Oakes, "is about the 
only financialtool thatthe City has left. . . . 
And this situation is true pretty much 
throughout the State." 

| asked Oakes to list two achieve- 
ments of which he is. the most proud. 

"One would be getting the Metro 
Center as far as it is today," he said. 
"Plus, using only TIFAmoney, we're ready 
to start constructing the Vining Road and 
I+94 interchange — a $10-million project. 
We've been planning all this since 1984 
and, in this business, this is fast!" 

A second achievement mentioned 
by Oakes was his involvement in plan- 
ning forthe Flat Rock Mazda plant. At the 
time, he was with DCC. 

"| got involved early on,"he explained, 
"and, starting riaht afterthe 1983 ground- 
breaking for the project, | first put to- 
gether Federal money for utilities. | also 
worked on road planning and overall site 
planning,.plus | did several environmen- 
tal access reports." 

Oakes added that Mazda was a 
$500-million project, and also noted that 
he actually helped some of the Japanese 
executives get settled in. 

Oakes is a 20-year member of the 
American Planning Association. Also, he 
belongsto the American Institute of Certi- 
fied Planners. 

In 1991, Oakes became a charter 
member of the Michigan Development 
and Financing Association — and, from 
1991 to 1992, he sat on the board of 
directors of the new organization. 

Unfortunately for the City of Romu- 
lus, Oakes andhis 44-year-old wife, Doris 


Chimera, will soon be moving to Rich- 
mond, Virginia. For the past five years, 
she worked at Detroit's Harper Hospital 
in hospital administration, in charge of 
neurosciences and neurology. InJanuary 
1993, she accepted a similar position at 
the Medical College of Virginia Hospital, 
auniversity-affiliated health-care center. 

Obviously proud of his wife's suc- 
cess, Oakes stated, "Doris was picked 
from a Nationwide search for this posi- 
tion. Actually, she's already in Richmond 
and on the job. After taking care of things 
around here, I'll be joining her around 
mid-March." 

He then added that he is presently 
looking for employment in the Richmond 
area. After 22 years in planning, Oakes 
seems excited about the prospect of 
working in a new field, as planning jobs 
are somewhat scarce in Richmond. 

Oakes and Chimera have known 
one another for 10. years, and have been 
married fortwo. They share their house- 
hold with three dogs and two cats. 

In his leisure time, Oakes likes to 
sing karaoke, having been a musician in 
college. In addition, he enjoys reading 
and doing home improvements. 

Together, the couple likes dining out, 
golfing, and going to movies — "the usual 
‘couple’ things," as Oakes put it. 

When queried as to his overall plan- 
ning career, Oakes smiled and said, "I've 
enjoyed it very much.
